At the Web site, I just placed a brief note on a possible design for a 
combined 12 and 17 meter 2-element quad. The 12 meter quad works on 17 
through the addition of "hat" wires inside the loop, and the connecting 
wire to the hats contains a trap--hence, 2 per element. Interesting 
"trick" to get both antennas to work with 50-ohm cable, despite quite 
different impedances. Anticipated construction level: ‘fine on 12, 
finicky on 17. Performance potential is not bad for a small antenna. The 


basic idea was broght to my attention by Paul Carr, N4PC, at the 
Huntsville Hamfest this year, so I worked out the design details for one 
possible version. 


Hope the notes have something useful for someone.

Okay...so, having had a few very successful builds lately, I decided it 
was time to pull out my fully built, oh-so-not-working 40/17m Cascade 
and see if I could get it working. 


As you may recall from last time (if you have a REAL long memory), the 
thing wouldn't receive and wouldn't mute on transmit. 


So, after much troubleshooting and only minor repair work, it now 
receives on 40m and 17m...the vfo covers exactly what it should and all 
seems well there. 


HOWEVER, it seems to have 1 (maybe two) problems yet. 


Problem number one. It does NOT mute on transmit. The only thing I've 
found out of whack are the readings on q5. The voltages should be 13, 7 
and OV. I'm getting 8, 4 and 4. I'll swap out the tranny this week (I 
have to run and get another 2n7000). However, does anyone have any 
other suggestions regarding the mute circuitry? I've checked all the 
bits, and all should be well, but any advice appreciated. 


Problem number two: The rf gain pot seems to have zero effect on 
received signal. Don't know...haven't looked at it too closely at this 
point other than to verify that the pot works... 


I'm hoping to resolve this muting problem ASAP. I wanna bring the 
finished rig to the Pacificon...there are a few norcalers convinced I'1l 


never get it working!
